2. The following is an examinees statement of reasons for allowance: the closest 
prior art, Fringeli, shows a keyboard that can be separated from the body of the 
housing, but the keyboard does not have a display, and the keyboard is not supported 
on the legs (support points) of the housing when retracted. Dardat has a separate 
display & keyboard that can extend away from the housing, but the keyboard is not 
supported on the legs (support points) of the housing when retracted.
